EMrthermoro, tho po¬

lice havo organlzed a vory worthy histl-

tution ln tholr ,PoUce Benevolent Asso¬

ciation, which insures the old and inflrm

Dffioers from tho hardshtps of a pennl-
' ie«. old age. Th|s form of mutual ln-

isurancfl costs each pullcoman $10 a month

for his first year and $5 per month for

tho second yenr and thereby decrenses his

pay for two yoars at leost.
The Increased cost of llving Is equally

truc of the firemen, and for that matter

of nll the rest of the world.both city em¬

ployes !and taxpayers. But it would, bo

both unfalr and unjust to discuss the

question solely from the attitude of noy

one or- more branches of the city em-

ployes. The pollcemen and firemen are

nelther mor© avarlcious nor less falth-
fut than other employes, many of whom
J.ave received proport[onately greater iii
cieases. Tlie question, howevor, that is

asked by evory successful manager of

large affairs is not "AVhat do the other

men get?" but "AVhat ls it worth to

tbls railroad, this machlne shop, this
inlll, or this city, to get a certain ploco
ot work done?" AA'hy is J. M. Barr a

great manager of railroads? AVliy does

he command the confldenoo of tho stock-

boldera nz shown by his powers nnd his

salary? Slmply because ho knows what

lt ls worth to 'get things done. That
same capa-city Jp Joseph Chamberlaln,
tho greatest mayor Birmlngham, Eng¬
land, ever had, mado Birmlngham a

great city and started Chamberlnl'n on

a career thnt to-day Ieaves him as tho

greatest flgure on Bngland's polltlcal
irtage.
So here, at home, tn Richmond. wc

need that same snvlng common aense.
